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Last ride: John Ulrich's last official duty for Cycle World magazine was 
riding Kenny Roberts' Daytona-winning 680cc OW69 square four at Wil- 
low Springs Raceway. ''A guy could really win some races with this 
thing,” said Ulrich of the 305-pound, 53.5-inch wheelbase Yamaha. The 
Cycle World story, with technical commentary by Kevin Cameron, should 


appear in three or four months. 








Controversy: After-winning the first 
two Scratch main events of theseason 
at Costa Mesa's Orange County Fair- 
grounds, former National Speedway 
Champ Mike Bast found himself off 
the program for week three. Costa 
Mesa promoter Harry Oxley, accord- 
ing to a press release issued by his 
own organization, said, “Its a shame 
this has to happen, especially at the 
beginning of the season, but I'm 
forced to take. Bast off the program 
for the simple fact that he is not try- 
ing.” Oxley said that Bast has failed 
to perform well in the Handicap por- 
tion of the speedway program, trans- 
ferring only twice in his last 21 at- 
tempts. Oxley went on to state, “1 
have no choice in this matter as riders 
are racing for thousands of dollars 
and many of them earn the right to 
participate in that purse by perform- 
ing well in the Handicap part of the 
program. I'm also concerned about 
rider morale." 


More controversy: When we first 
called Bast for comment on the 
press release, on Wednesday, April 
11, it was the first time he had 
heard of Oxley's action. By way of 
reaction Bast said, "He's got 
Second Division riders in those 
Handicap races. They don't know 
how to гасе and I’m not going to 
take any chances. l've been in this 
sport for 16 years and ! have had 
more than my share of broken pel- 
vises, knees, etc. The 40- and 50- 
yard line riders did get a letter at 
the beginning of the season saying 
that something like this might hap- 
pen if we didn't transfer out of the 
Handicap heats in the first three 
weeks, but the season is only two 








weeks old. | don't have anything 
against Harry, but | do feel that he 
is interfering with my right to make 
a living, so 1 will be seeing my 
lawyer.'' 


Still more controversy: We called 
Bast on Monday, April 11, and he 
returned the call after speaking to his 
lawyer. “Наггу shamed me at therid- 
er's meeting in Costa Mesa when I 
wasn't there. I'm embarrassed to come 
back — call it pride or whatever. It 
would be costly to take it to the 
Supreme Court, so I guess 111 have to 
announce my retirement. Now, if 
Harry were to call me back and ask 
me to ride, then I would ride."

Suzuki V-4s 
due in May

BREA, CA, APR. 10 
U.S. Suzuki Motor Co. refused 
to confirm or deny reports that 
two new V-4s will be intro- 
duced in the U.S. in May. Press 


Relations Manager Rob Saunders, 
speaking for the company, said “Ме 
cannot comment on that at this time.” 

But reliable sources report that 
Suzuki will soon release the bikes, 
which underwent a successful two- 
week comprehensive test session held 
in the tropical heat of Australia's 
Northern Territory in late February. 

According to Mr. Nakamura, (Suz- 
uki Motor Co., Ltd. Assistant Manager 
of engine design and testing), the pre- 
production Australian testing aimed 
to make certain there were no hot 
weather overheating problems with 
the machines. 

Suzuki flew two V-4s into Darwin 
via Singapore for the tests. One wasa 
1200cc designated GV1200GL: the 
other a 700cc GV700GL designed to 
slide under the U.S. tariff on bikes 
over 700cc. 

Both feature 82? Vees, dual over- 
head camshafts with four valves per 
cylinder, four down-draft carburetors 
mounted between the Vee, 3.4-gallon 
fuel tanks, shaft drive, and 16-inch 
rear and 18-inch front wire-spoke 
wheels. 

The GV1200GL has a bore and 








stroke of 78.9x61mm and an actual 
capacity of 1165cc. 

Bore and stroke of the GV700GL is 
69x46.7mm for a capacity of 698.5cc 
— increasing the bore size 2.0mm 
would bring the capacity close to 
750cc. 

Both bikes feature six-speed trans- 
mission with an overdrive top and 
are aimed squarely at the American 
cruiser market. Suzuki feels Honda 
has this market all but wrapped up 
with the Magna and Shadow models 
but is determined to graba slice of the 
action for itself. One look at the styl- 
ing confirms Suzuki's intentions. 

The Australian test program in- 
volved 15 days in the steamy heat of 
the Northern Territory where the 
bikes underwent stop-start testing at 
a deserted World War II U.S.A.F. air 
base. 

Initially, the bikes were tested with 
full California specification emissions 
gear in place — including carbon 
evaporative cannisters. These were 
later removed for the later part of the 
testing, which included a 310-mile 
round trip to Katherine. 

Assisting Nakamura with the test- 
ing were Suzuki factory tester Mr. 
Katahashi, and Terry Waddington 
and Kim Meyer of South Australian 
Suzuki distributor Cornell Suzuki. 

Power of the GV1200GL was des- 
cribed as being very impressive, the 
engine making power from idle to 
the 8500 rpm redline. The VG700GL 
was said to have a similar powerband 
to the 1200, but with less torque at all 
engine speeds. 

The testing program showed up 
only one fault — the 700 had a ten- 
dency to “blue” its mufflers. ө

OK, Rory, here goes: AB2489, which 
establishes permanent funding for 
motorcycle safety and rider education 
programs, has passed the Assembly 
and is now headed for the Senate. It 
has not yet been assigned to a com- 
mittee there, but sources say that it 
will probably go to the Transporta- 
tion committee. SB1887, which would 
allow Green Stickie-registered motor- 
cycles limited access to public roads 
for refueling or trail connection pur- 
poses, is currently before the Senate 
Transportation committee, but is on 
hold bending an interim study and 
public hearing. SB1476, known as 
the Trail Marker Bill, would make it 
a misdemeanor offense to remove or 
sabotage course or trail markings, 
and a felony if such action should 
contribute to serious bodily injury. 
That measure will be heard by the 
Assembly Criminal Law and Public 
Safety committee. Finally, the Assem- 
bly Natural Resources committee is 
slated to hear AB3635, which would 
require federal agencies to go through 
the State Environmental Quality 
Agency before issuing permits to OHV 
events. That could prove to be a 
major stumbling block in the al- 
ready-complex process of getting ma- 
jor events approved. As always, riders 
canwrite to their Assembly and Senate 
representatives care of the State Capi- 
tol, Sacramento, CA 95814...Editor.

Insport/Wrangler Supercross Series: Round 6 


Johnny 10” lassoes Dallas

DALLAS, TX, APR. 14 





Team Honda's Johnny O'Mara clearly dom- 
inated the sixth round of the Insport/Wrang- 
ler Supercross Series at the Cotton Bowl. 
"Everything went great," said O' Mara after 


his victory. “I got an excellent 
start, made some time right 
away and that basically did it. I 
tried to ride smoothly and not 
make any mistakes." 


O'Mara's win gives him his largest 
points lead so far, an 11-point advan- 
tage over Yamaha's Rick Johnson, 
243-232. Johnson finished second in 
Dallas, but not without a fight. He 
had to recover from a poor start and 
spent the last few laps of the main 
event battling with Kawasaki's Jeff 
Ward. Ward ended the night in third 
and now totals 217 for third in the 
standings. 


Qualifiers 

Privateer Russ Wageman, aboard a 
Yamaha, holeshot the first qualifier 
ahead of Suzuki's Mark Barnett and 
O'Mara. However, Wageman's lead 
was short-lived and Barnett just cruis- 
ed past, as did O'Mara. Barnett had a 
few seconds on O'Mara, but they 
didn't last long. O'Mara reeled in the 
lone Suzuki factory rider and passed 
him in a tight left-hander. O'Mara's 
teammate, Bob Hannah, had worked 
his way up to the front after a fair 
start and took over third at the half- 
way point in the eight-lap race. Be- 
hind Hannah ran his Hangtown 
nemesis, Yamaha's Keith Bowen. The 
order stayed put from there to the 
finish, with O'Mara winning by seven 
seconds. Team Tamm's Jeff Hicks 
finished fifth. 

Yamaha teammates Broc Glover 
and Johnson were favorites to win 
the second qualifier, but a first-turn 
pile-up left Johnson in mid-pack and 
Glover almost dead last. 

Among those left upright, Suzuki 
Support rider Rick Ryan assumed 
the lead over Team Tamm's Jerry 
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Surber and factory Kawasaki rider 
Billy Liles. Liles quickly passed Sur- 
ber and set out after Ryan, passing 
him at the end of the second lap. At 
the same time, Johnson moved his 
production-based YZ into third, and 
then took over second a few turns 
later. Soon heand Liles were arguing 
over the lead. 

Liles tried every trick he knew to 
keep Johnson at bay, and for three 
laps he did hold on to the lead. How- 
ever, with two laps remaining, the 
leaders ran into lapped traffic and 
Johnson saw his chance. Over a set of 
doubles, Johnson soared past Liles 
while the Kawasaki pilot stayed close 
to the ground to avoid the heavy traf- 
fic. Johnson went on for the win 
while Liles followed. Glover put in a 
fine ride, working his way up to 
third. Ryan and Honda-mounted Don 
'Turk rounded out the top five. 

Ward forced his way into the lead 
at the start of the third qualifier. 
However, while negotiating a long 
whoop section after the near 180- 
degree first turn, Ward crashed and 
ended up pushing his bike off the 
track. (Kenny) Keylon landed on the 
back of my seat and dragged me 
down," said Ward later. “Then my 
throttle stuck and I had to fix it before 
I could get restarted.” 

After two laps had gone by, Ward 
remounted his slightly bent works 
bike and cruised around. Meanwhile, 
Honda's Ron Lechien was running 
at the head of the pack, followed at a 
safe distance by Kawasaki's Goat Bre- 
ker. Honda pilot Clint Hardick was 
cruising in third. Lechien went on to 
develop a huge lead and was unchal- 
lenged for the win. Breker, with an 
ailing knee, fell with only a few laps 
remaining. Hardick finished second 
asa result. Yamaha pilot Mark Mur- 
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phy took fourth, followed by Fred 
Andrews. 

The final qualifier was all David 
Bailey's. After a second-place start 
behind Yamaha-mounted Rodney 
Smith, the factory Honda pilot chis- 
eled out a large lead. Smith dropped 
back to sixth whilea battle for second 
brewed between Yamaha-armed Jim 
Holley, Kawasaki's Kent Howerton 
and Team Tamm's Alan King, 
mounted on a Honda. The battle was 
fierce, but Howerton edged past Hol- 
ley for second with two laps left. 
Then King and Holley started going 
at it handlebar to handlebar. King 
finally made a move stick on Holley, 
a pass over a double jump. In the end 
it was Bailey, Howerton, King, Hol- 
ley and Team Tamm’s Chris Heisser. 


Quarter finals 

Suzuki Support rider George Hol- 
land captured the early lead in the 
first quarter final, pursued by Honda- 
mounted David McClain, Guy Cooper 
and Team Tamm’s A.J. Whiting. 
Holland's lead extended while Whit- 
ing picked off riders one by one until 
he was knocking on Holland's back 
door. With two turns remaining, 
Whiting stuffed it underneath Hol- 
land and took the win. McClain took 
third followed by Yamaha-mounted 
Scooter Stafford and Cooper. 

It was all Ward's show in the 
second quarter final as he easily led 
start to finish. The Kawasaki rider 
extended his lead to 15 seconds on the 
second-place runner, Terry Tinnery 
on a Yamaha. Two other Yamaha 
riders, Danny Storbeck and Hunter 
Carothers, finished third and fourth 
ahead of Kawasaki rider Dennis Haw- 
thorne. 


Semi finals 

The first semi was a Yamaha show- 
down between Glover and Johnson. 
Glover grabbed the holeshot followed 
by Hicks, Whiting, Holland, Barnett 
and O'Mara. Two laps into the racea 
pile-up took out Holland and set 
Barnett back to mid-pack. A few 
turns later, Barnett endoed hard off a 
jump, landing head first. Barnett was 
slow getting up because of a concus- 
sion he received, and that put an end 
to his night. 
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Up front Glover enjoyed a comfor- 
table lead, while Johnson worked his 
way up from a poor start to control 
second by the end of lap three. At the 
same time, O'Mara crashed and drop- 
ped to seventh. Johnson started to 
reel in Glover, and during the white 
flag lap, he was glued to the leader's 
fender. Johnson stuck his front wheel 
next to Glover's in every turn, and 
with two turns to go, he went for it. 
“Вгос made a small mistake in the 
whoops and I managed to pull along- 
side him. Then he misseda shift and I 
got by. I got a little squirrely before 
the tabletop jump, then I almost 
went down when my front wheel 
washed out. Then Broc made another 
mistake and I realized I had it made," 
said Johnson. “It was a matter of 
Broc making three mistakes and me 
only making two. You'd think Broc 
and I are trying to kill each other out 
there, but when it comes to riding 
close, we give each other a lot of 
respect.” 

Johnson took the win over Glover, 
O'Mara, Holland and Whiting. 

Bailey shot into the lead of the 


` second semi, towing along Lechien, 


Ward, Howerton and Hardick. While 
Bailey was running away from the 
pack, Lechien and Ward disputed 
second. Five laps into the race Ward 
started to hound Lechien, but the 
Honda rider wouldn't give in. Dur- 
ing one lap the two traded positions 
twice, and eventually Ward came 
through in sole control of the runner- 
up spot. At one point King followed 
in fourth, but his Honda suffered a 
lower-end seizure and put him out. 
Bailey sailed to the win over Ward, 
Lechien, Howerton and Holley. 


Consolation 

Liles had no problems topping the 
consolation race, leading start to fin- 
ish. Wageman finished second ahead 
of Honda-mounted Jeff Frisz, new 
Теат Tamm member Eric Eaton, 
and David McClain. 


National 

Over 30,000 spectators were on their 
feet as the pack funneled through the 
first turn at the start of the main. 
"Hurricane" Hannah got there first, 
but got stuffed and was forced wide. 
O'Mara took the initiative and the 
lead. 

By the end of the first lap O'Mara 
had five seconds on Hannah, but 
Hannah ran into more troubles dur- 
ing the second lap and dropped back 
to fifth. Holley took over second, but 
he was being pressured by Glover and 
Bailey.

O'Mara led from start to finish in the main and was unchallenged. He now 
leads the point standings by 11 over Rick Johnson. 


By the time the third lap was com- 
plete Glover and Bailey had sailed 
past Holley and were engaged in a 
dogfight for second, staying within 
whispering distance of each other for 
the next two laps. However, the-duel 
ended in a spectacular crash that sent 
Glover's Yamaha endoing into the 
grandstands. The two collided in 
mid-air over a jump, with Bailey re- 
covering first and continuing on. 
Glover had to pull his bike off the lap 
ofa spectator, who amazingly enough, 
was unhurt, then wrestle it over the 
guard rail and down a three-foot wall. 

"I came over the top of the camel- 
back jump and made a little mistake, 
letting David get underneath me," 
said Glover. “Then I tried to square 
him up but he went straight into my 
side. I don't think that David expected 
me to come up that hard on him. I 
went down and my bike sailed over 
the berm and into the stands. It's 
amazing that no one was hurt!”

SACRAMENTO, CA, APR. 14 


Team Honda's Ricky Graham ignored doc- 
tor's orders and won the Sacramento Mile 
despite having fractured his heel just four 
weeks ago. Some doubted Graham’s ability to 


compete, but he qualified fas- 
test, won his heat race and held 
off extensive pressure to win 


the main event, taking his 
second Camel Pro Series victory of 
theseason on a Honda tuned by Dave 
Hubinsky and Sparky Edmondson. 
“We worked extremely hard over 
the winter to reach this point and 
tested thoroughly," said Honda dirt 
track manager Gene Romero, him- 
self a former (1970) Camel Pro Series 
Champion. Romero himself super- 
vised chassis set-up for Graham. “The 
ultimate test of our efforts was the 
Sacramento Mile.-That's-our base- 








line. From this point on we will 
improve. Now we go to work." 

Romero's comments brought to 
mind something former (1975) Camel 
Pro Champion Gary Scott told report- 
ers just days before the race. “I think 
Honda will get its act together, and 
when they do, there will be no stop- 
ping them." 

Ted Boody, on Tex Peel's Harley- 
Davidson, and Jimmy Filice on the 
Harley Owner's Group (H.O.G.) 
Harley-Davidson gave Graham more 
than a run in the main, the trio put- 
ting on one of the best shows in rac- 
ing. All three riders went into the 
turns side-by-side, their handlebars

Qualifying 

'Terry Poovey looked smooth and 
fast on his way toa third place quali- 
fying position at 38.003 seconds. Right 
in front of him was Ohio's Hank 
Scott, at 37.912. Top qualifier Graham 
was nearly a half-second in front of 
the masses, at 37.433 seconds. Things 
were looking good for Team Honda, 
with Bubba Shobert qualifying fifth 
on the well-prepared oval, just five- 
thousandths of a second behind Team 
Harley-Davidson's Grand National 
Champion Randy Goss, at 38.057. 


Heats 

The first of four 10-lap heats was 
staging, but without Shobert. In the 
Honda pits, the mechanics were try- 
ing frantically to get the bike run- 
ning on both cylinders. A faulty coil 
was thought to be the culprit, but it 
turned out that the choke on the front 
carburetor had stuck on. Shobert was 
waiting patiently on the line as the 
last call was made, and they just 
barely made it. The heat got off to a 
quick start, with Shobert, not letting 
the delays bother him, grabbing the 
lead. 

By the completion of lap one, Gra- 
ham had worked his way into the 
lead, followed by Shobert, Steve More- 
head, Alex Jorgensen, Tim Mertens 
and Scott Pearson. The Honda team- 
mates were riding as if they were in 
the main. It was Shobert leading into 
turn three, then Graham first by turn 
oné. By lap four, Graham claimed 
the lead for good. Shobert was secure 
in second, but the third and final 
direct-transfer position was still up 
for grabs. Jorgensen was slightly be- 
hind Morehead, but was closing 
rapidly. Going into turn one on lap 
seven, Jorgy made his attempt, but 
couldn't get by. Turn three saw Jor-

Heat two, the fastest heat of the 
night, was a show between Boody 
and Hank Scott. Scott pulled to the 
front of the pack, and held it for five 
laps until Boody managed to squeeze 
by. Behind them, Gary Scott, Ronnie 
Jones, and Fran Brown each decided 
he was going into the point-paying 
main. Gary Scott held third for most 
of the race, but it was Jones succeed- 
ing in the end, following Boody and 
Hank Scott across the line for third. 
Boody said later, “I finally got a good 
bike — things are looking pretty 
good tonight, but I still have one race 
left.” 

Jimmy Filice, the pride of the Har- 
ley Owner's Group, made an impres- 
sive charge to the top in heat three, 
starting in fifth. Terry Poovey, who 
was riding as hard any anyone tonight, 
appeared to have an easy win, until 
Filice moved by Jay Springsteen, 
Garth Brow, and Pete Hames to chal- 
lenge for the lead. On lap seven, 
Filice passed Poovey on the front- 
straight. It didn't last for long, how- 
ever, as Poovey was back past on lap 
nine, in turn three. At theflag though, 
Filice's H.O.G./Kal-Gard Harley was 
the winner. Springsteen's factory 
Harley was the last direct-transfer 
machine. 

Two members of the Harley team 
were going at it in the final heat. 
Number eight qualifier Scott Parker 
was the initial V-Twin off the start 
line, but that was to be the end of his 
stint as leader. Goss soon maneu- 
vered to the front, clear from the 
pack. Rookie Robert Land made some 
excellent moves in passing Parker on 
lap three, going into turn one. Rich 
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National points leader and fourth-place finisher Randy Goss. 





for a mistake. 

Goss by this time was stretching 
his lead, which he held for a convinc- 
ing win. The Land/Parker/Arnaiz 
battle didn't let up until lap five, 
when Parker was forced high, drop- 
ping several positions. This seemed 
to inspire the Harley teamster, as he 
started a drive that carried him to 
second at the conclusion. Tom Mait- 
land was also. on the move, and 
secured third at the completion of 
this last Expert heat. 


Semi-finals 

Alex Jorgensen left no doubt in 
anyone's mind as to who was going 
to win the first semi-final. He pulled 
the holeshot and stretched his lead 
lap-by-lap until the finish. For the 
other transfer place, there was a con- 
test that kept the crowd on the edge of 
their seats. Fran Brown, Doug Chand- 
ler and Gary Scott were all trying for 
the coveted spot, supplying the spec- 
tators with some excellent racing. At 
the end, they finished in that order, 
Brown, Chandler, Scott. 

The second semi-final was red- 
flagged due toa crash in turn three on 
the first lap. The restart showed much 
the same results; Brow was first into 
turn one, followed by Jeff Haney, 
Keith Day, and Arnaiz. The positions 
remained fairly stable, with the ex- 
ception of Hames, who was passing a 
rider about every two laps. On lap 
nine, Hames moved past Brow on the 
frontstraight. In a near-video finish, 
Brow got a wheel past Hames for a 
win. Jeff Haney was third, followed 
by Keith Day. 

Last Chance Qualifier 

Some of today’s top runners were 
on deck prior to the Last Chance race. 
Gary Scott, Chandler, Day, and Scott 
Pearson were just a few of the names 
that didn’t make it on their first two 
attempts. They went at it as though it 
was the National itself. None of the 
top four riders were ever out of con- 
tention, but the final order had Jay 








Beach on top, followed by Team 
Honda’s Chandler in third, just be- 
hind Pearson. Chandler later com- 
plained of handling problems. 


Junior National 

Chris Carr was on usual form, rid- 
ing with such smoothness and speed 
that none of his rivals could catch 
him. After taking the top qualifying 
spot over six-tenths of a second ahead 
of the field, Carr proceeded to run 
away from the field on his Ron 
Wood-prepared Wood-Rotax. In his 
heat, Carr was a full straightaway 
over runner-up Terry Wahl by the 
end of the six-lap stint. Dana Perri 
rode a Yamaha to third. 

Four minutes, 5.227 seconds after 
the second Junior heat race started, 
Wiley Duvall rode his Harley across 
the finish line, taking the checkered 
flag. Filling the other two transfer 
positions for the final were George 
Roeder and Tim Hampton, both 
Harley mounted. 

Roger Thompson was the victor in 
the third and final heat, after dicing 
with second-place finisher Chad 
Felicio. Tim Skov took his Wood- 
Rotax into third. 

To fill out-the field for the main, 
three riders were transferred from a 
single semi-final race. Mike Arthur 
earned the better starting spot due to 
his win in the semi, with Randy Bird 
and James Dunlavey also receiving a 
chance to go for the trophy. 

When the green flag dropped in 
the final, Carr jumped to an imme- 
diate lead, which he never relin- 
quished. His ride was nearly flawless, 
as he pulled from the trailing pack a 
little more each lap. “At the end, I was 
taking higher lines, then getting back 
a little farther on the seat. It worked 
great, I was getting a better drive out 
of the corners," Carr noted. 

While Carr was experimenting with 
lines, there was some serious racing 
going on behind him. On the first 
lap, Thompson and Duvall were go- 
ing at it, with Duvall finally coming 














out ahead. Duvall was beginning to 
stretch the margin he held over 
Thompson until lap six, when 
Thompson started gaining ground. 
On lap eight, Thompson went by on 
the inside, going into turn one, and 
held it to the finish. 

The battle for fourth was as excit- 
ingas any. Roeder, Felicio and Arthur 
all wanted it, but it was Roeder pre- 
vailing in the end. 

Thompson, commenting on his 
attempt to catch Carr, said, “1 could 
see him cross the start/finish line 
when I was coming out of turn four, I 
was pushing it as hard as I could, but 
couldn't catch him.” 

After taking his victory lap, Carr 
came up to the finish line, slid the 
rear wheel around until he was fac- 
ing the grandstands, and threw a fist 
jubilantly into the air. 


Expert final 

The Experts looked like a pack of 
wolves as they waited for the flag. 
When it dropped, Boody jumped out 
front, closely followed by Filice, who 
got the lead before the completion of 
lap one. Graham was in third, with 
Poovey in fourth. All four riders were 
bunched up, ready to jump into the 
lead. 

They were dicing fiercely, Graham 
and Boody going back and forth for 
second, never more than a wheel- 
length behind Filice. Shobert was 
right behind, having his own battle 
with Team Harley riders Goss and 
Springsteen. 

Then, on lap five, Poovey’s bike 
began to leak oil; the sump had fallen 
off his Harley. The officials tried to 
black flag him on two different occa- 
sions, but to no avail. Finally, the 
race was stopped to get the poten- 
tially dangerous situation taken care 
of. 

During the down-time, Team 
Honda and Filice all changed rear 
tires, which may have been the decid- 
ing factor in the end. The restart had 
Graham regaining his lead, followed 
by Boody and Filice. Most of the rid- 
ers held their positions as they came 
off the line, but Hank Scott was on

the move, jumping into fourth right 
away. The top four riders were wheel- 
to-wheel on the straights, and bar-to- 
bar in the corners. 

The top positions stayed the same 
for the rest of the event, but the fight- 
ing wasn't over. "We were testing 
each other out there. But once he 
(Graham) saw his wheel ahead of 
mine and I let him go, that was it," 
Boody said after the race. He con- 
tinued, “I didn't change my tire before 
the restart. I thought I'd be able to 
take it easy, but I really had to get 
going." At the conclusion of the 
night's final race, his rear tire had no 
tread left on the entire left side. 

Just past the halfway point, Goss 
and Brow drafted Scott on the back 
stretch. Then Brow passed Goss for 
fourth, but faded to sixth by the time 
the checkered flag fell. Goss held on 
for fourth, with Scott on his tail. 

After the traditional wheelie with 
the flag on the victory lap, Graham 
came up to the finish line area. Due 
to his fractured heel, he couldn't 
walk without assistance. Graham was 
helped onto the podium, and was 
given crutches to make it back down. 
“That’s the way I always win these 
miles," Graham said with a wink, 
“just run it a little harder into the 
corners.” His time away from riding 
was also felt, “Му back is real sore, 
not to mention my heel. That was a 
lot of work." e

Merkel wins 
Riverside

RIVERSIDE, CA, APR. 15 


Honda's Fred Merkel won both.legs of the 
Budweiser/Bell Helmet Superbike 100, a 
race marred by an eight-bike pile-up that 
caused the first leg to be red flagged and re- 


started. 


More than a minute and 25 
seconds passed between the time 


the first bike crashed and the. 


time the last machine slid into the 
mess, and irate spectators threw bot- 
tles, cans and curses at corner workers 
who didn't keep more riders from pil- 
ing into the wreckage, hidden by the 





blind-crest entrance to Turn Seven. 

It wasn't until several riders stood 
in the middle of the track waving 
their arms in warning — bikes litter- 
ing the pavement behind them —that 
officials finally reacted and threw 
the red flag. 

Riders fell two and three at a time. 
The first was fifth-place Dale Quarter- 
ley, who may have set off the Lap 
Seven crash by grinding through an 
oil galley plug on the side of his 
GPz750's engine and falling in his 
own oil. But before Quarterley could 
get up, seventh place Roberto Pietri 
and eighth place Jim Vreeke were 


' down (sixth place Ricky Orlando got 


through on the extreme inside). Earl 
Roloff and Rueben McMurter made 
it through, but Larry Theobald and 
Luther Wikle fell, along with Rich 
Oliver, Richard Chambers and, final- 
ly, fourth-place John Bettencourt. 
Leader Merkel, second-place Sam 
McDonald and third-place Wes Coo- 
ley got past, Cooley’s feet off the pegs 
and struggling, just before Bettencourt 
wadded up. 

No one was hurt. 

Merkel rode the American Honda- 
sponsored works Interceptor tuned 
by Mike Velasco. The bike had a new 
wet clutch being tested for use in 1985 
for-sale race engines. The clutch gave 
Merkel some trouble in practice the 
Friday before the race, when it proved 
to be good for two starts before slip- 
ping. 

Wes Cooley entered at the last 
minute on the Yoshimura R&D of 
America GS750. Cooley and Yoshi- 
mura parted at Daytona on bad terms; 
it wasn't until a few days before Riv- 
erside that terms were settled and 
Cooley agreed to ride. In the mean- 
time, Yoshimura Vice President Sue- 
hiro Watanabe had promised Coo- 
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Earl Roloff; they were left out in the 
cold. 

John Bettencourt, Sam McDonald 
and Roberto Pietri rode support team 
Honda Interceptors they bought at 
the end of last year. Dale Quarterley 
entered his bright green GPz750 
Superbike. Ricky Orlando and 
Rueben McMurter and several other 
riders had bought-from-Honda Inter- 
ceptor race engines. The rest of the 
field was a mix of mostly Inline 
Hondas, Kawasakis and Suzukis. 

With factory engines come horse- 
power, and, half a lap away people 
could tell who had power when the 
first leg started. Merkel blasted into 
the lead and wheelied out of Turn 
Six, and pulled down the straight 
toward Turn Seven; everybody else's 
bikes came off the corner flat and level. 

Bettencourt was second that first 
lap, passing Quarterley and 
McDonald in the esses after they col- 
lided. As he went past Quarterley, 
Bettencourt bumped him, and Quar- 
terley ran off the track onto the dirt, 
stayed on the gas, and wheelied over a 
lip back onto the track, maintaining 
third place. By the second lap, Merkel 
had three seconds on Cooley and 
McDonald (who, besides overcoming 
his first-lap collision, had recovered 
from the shock of a rock cracking his 
helmet's shield). Two laps later, 
Merkel had six seconds; McDonald 
had passed Cooley and pulled three 
seconds ahead; and Bettencourt was 
still ahead of Quarterley. 

Orlando and Pietri were running 
together and swapping places, and 
Vreeke was alone behind them. 

Then came the crash. 

Riders stood in groups as the bikes 
were carted away, complaining that 
the oil flag wasn't displayed, that the 
yellow flag wasn't waved vigorously, 
that they weren't given warning of 
what lay in wait just over the Turn 
Seven crest. 

Before the restart, mechanics in- 
stalled a new rear tire on Merkel's 
bike; like McDonald, Merkel ran a 
16-inch Michelin SF11 in the front 
andan 18-inch Dunlop KR133 in the 
rear. Cooley ran the same rear tire, 
and a Dunlop front, too. 


Merkel led the restart; Cooley passed 
both Bettencourt and McDonald at 
the end of the esses to take second, 
and the pattern of the racing to come 
was set. The Hondas had motor on 
Cooley's Suzuki, maybe 30 lengths 
on the straight, Cooley would say 
later. But Cooley's been around Riv- 
erside plenty of times, and knows 
every bump and patch. He used the 
knowledge to make up time in all the 
tricky sections, out-braking, out- 
riding the others in Turn Two, Turn 
Six, Turn Seven and Turn Nine. He 
did it so well on that first lap that he 
still held second after the big back 
straight, ahead of McDonald, Betten- 
court, Orlando, Roloff (on his own 
GPz750), Quarterley, Pietri and 
McMurter. 

It ended that way, Merkel seven 
seconds ahead of Cooley, Cooley five 
seconds ahead of McDonald. 

Merkel jumped into the lead again 
at the start of the second leg, riding 
again on new tires, with fresh brake 
pads and a new clutch. McDonald 
was second, Cooley third (after a 
giant start-line wheelie) and diving 
underneath McDonald at Turn Six to 
take second and close up on Merkel. 
Cooley made up serious timeat Turn 
Nine, a big, sweeping, banked corner 
linking the back and front straights; 
McDonald picked the distance back 
up on the straights and re-took second, 
then passed Merkel briefly, with Coo- 
ley right behind. 

Then Merkel reclaimed the lead 
and lowered his lap times from 1:31 
to 1:29 and 1:28, and the spread 
between first and second grew to four 








and McDonald's battle carried them 
10 seconds ahead of Quarterley and 
Bettencourt; Orlando, then Roloff 
were alone in sixth and seventh. 
Behind them, Pietri, McMurter and 
Cagiva-mounted Jimmy Adamo (who 
missed the first part of the first leg 
with engine problems) passed and 
repassed and stuffed and diced back 
and forth, McMurter closing to within 
inches of Pietri at the exit of Turn 
Nine one lap, backing off, losing 
ground to keep from hitting Pietri's 
rear tire. Adamo nursed along his 
Pantah-based Cagiva as best he could 
shifting early because the engine was 
sick and he was afraid it wouldn't last. 

Bettencourt passed Quarterley; 
Adamo ran his bike up to 10000 on 
the white flag trying to get past 
McMurter and Pietri — he got 
McMurter at the finish line by inches, 
but Pietri was still ahead. 

"Everything was perfect," Merkel 
said after winning. 

"I just wanted to show the problem 
wasn't me at Daytona," said Cooley 
after his hard ride to second place. 
"Right now the Honda is at the top 
of the class; as far as equipment, 
Honda has the best. 

"But I think the Suzuki would do 
really well on the shorter courses, like 
Loudon. I think it would be good at 
Sears. It handles good and turns real 
well, but doesn’t have enough power 
and didn’t have the right gear ratios 
for this track.”

Dale Quarterley 
is legal! 


For more than a year I’ve been 
hearing that Dale Quarterley’s 
GPz750 Superbike was illegal, 
oversize. I’ve been told by guys 
he beat in AAMRR races, WERA 
races, AMA races. At Riverside, John 
Bettencourt started a pool among 
riders, betting on the actual size of 
Quarterley’s engine. He even took 
the list of entrants and their guesses 
over to Quarterley, and asked him if 
he wanted to kick in a dollar and bet 
on his own engine size. 

All in good fun, Bettencourt said 
later, and maybe it was. But the 
implication, just like I'd heard before, 
was Quarterley’s results were had 
with horsepower, horsepower gained 
by using an oversize engine. 

It was the same after the finish of 
the Superbike race at Riverside Race- 
way. Quarterley, as usual, claimed 
his bike was legal. Many other riders, 
as usual, claimed it wasn’t, but no 
one was willing to put up protest 
money to have Quarterley’s bike torn 
down and measured. 

So I asked Quarterley to take it 
apart, let-me supervise measuring it, 
the results to be published. 

He agreed. 

The cylinder head off, I recruited 
Reno Leoni to do the measuring. I 
leaned over his shoulder, watched 
him position the piston at BDC, fol- 
lowed the caliper's depth gauge, saw 
it touch the piston. The reading: 
54mm. That’s stock stroke. 

Reno wiped the oil from the bore 
and opened the calipers. Both sides of 
thegauge touched the liner. I watched 
him carefully remove the caliper and 
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hold it up to read it: 67mm. (He mea- 
sured bore and stroke three times 
each, to be sure. I watched every 
move.) That's 1mm over stock, for an 
actual displacement of 761cc, well 
within the 0.040 overbore rules for 
Superbike Production (maximum 
legal size for a Kawasaki is 772cc). 

Dale Quarterley's bike is not over- 
size. 

It runs strong, thanks to an engine 
built by Rick Stetson of Harry's Ma- 
chine Parts (Stetson is a name every- 
body with drag racing interest will 
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Nobody can miss Dale Quarterley's bright-green GPz750 and his aggres- 
sive riding style. A Rick Stetson-built engine helps.

recognize; the man knows how to 
make power). 

Quarterley rides the wheels off it, 
gets killer drives, passes others where 
he shouldn't be able to because he is 
aggressive and fearless.

Busby stops 
Honda in 
Formula Two

RIVERSIDE, CA, APR. 15 
Privateer Dave Busby came from 
behind on his Yamaha TZ250L 
to win the Formula Two race 
at Riverside Raceway, passing 
American Honda's Sam McDonald 
and the new, works RS250R V-Twin 
on the last lap of the 18-lap race. 

Busby had planned to run his new 
Rotax-powered Kobas and practiced 
on that bike Saturday. But Busby and 
mechanic Bob Work — who tuned 
Steve Baker to the F750 World Cham- 
pionship in 1977 — couldn't get the 
Kobas' jetting sorted out: the bike's 
magnesium Dell'Orto carburetors de- 
veloped hairline cracks resulting in 
air leaks, and some borrowed Lec- 
trons couldn't be sorted out in the 
available time Sunday morning. 

So Busby parked his Kobas and 
pulled his Yamaha TZ250L out of his 
truck, pushed it through tech inspec- 
tion and ran the remaining practice. 
He couldn't buy the rear tire he 
wanted — Dunlop representatives at 
the track were sold out — so he 
swapped rear wheels with friend Dan- 
ny Coe; Coe's wheel had a slightly 
used Dunlop on it. Then Busby went 
out for his heat race. 

He led, but didn't win. A transmis- 
sion seal popped out, coating Busby 
and bike with oil, and Busby backed 
off to a safe third place behind Chris 
Steward and Joey Sommers. 

McDonald won the second heat, 
coming from the third row to lead 
into the first turn with a lightning 
quick start on the torquey Honda. 
McDonald ran away, and the heat 
was red flagged when John Williams 
crashed and hit the wall in Turn 
Nine. Williams, who was running a 
comfortable second, fell when his 
Rotax-powered Can-Am seized. He 
was unhurt. 

Busby had his seal replaced for the 
final, which shaped up, near as obser- 
vers could tell, into a Busby vs. Mc- 
Donald race, private Yamaha vs. 
works Honda, TZ250L vs. RS250R. 

So it was. 

McDonald led off the line, Busby 
close behind; Busby passed entering 
Turn Six, Donnie Greene in third. 
McDonald retook the lead on the 
front straight; Busby repassed in Turn 
Seven; McDonald repassed on the 
straight; Busby took the lead again in 
Turn One. 








It was like that, the pair turning 
1:31 laps, constantly at each other, 
McDonald leading more than Busby. 

On the 10th lap McDonald pulled 
a hundred feet ahead as the pair ran 
through traffic, the move drawing 
shouts of encouragement from the 
Honda crew; many thought the race 
was over. It wasn't, because one lap 
later Busby was right back on McDo- 
nald's rear wheel. 

Busby ran high in Turn Nine once, 
when the rear tire — the used one 
borrowed from Coe — slid sideways 
and Busby picked the bike up and 
rode next to the wall, fighting for 
control. But he made up the time 
again. 

Meanwhile, John Glover had rid- 
den Bary Elliott's TZ250 from 12th to 
third, only to be passed in Turn Nine 
by Steward, who immediately got 
completely sideways. Dale Franklin 
was fifth, Chuck Aksland Sixth. 

Busby and McDonald passed the 
start finish line side-by-side several 
times just before the finish, then 
Busby in front. Busby passed McDo- 
nald going into Turn Nine, coming 
around for the start of the last lap, but 
McDonald repassed coming out of 
the turn. It was close. 

But Busby stuffed McDonald enter- 
ing Turn Six that lap, gaining enough 
distance that he still led at the end of 
the backstraight, led around Nine, 
led all the way out of Nine and across 
the finish line, McDonald trying to 
draft but not close enough to do it. 

It was a close, close race, an excit- 
ing finish, a great ride.

In the Stock Production race 600cc- 
mounted Fleming took on a 750cc 
Mike Carrell for the overall lead, 
with Carrell getting theadvantage in 
the straights, but Fleming closing 
ground in the corners. Shawn Lei- 
pold and his 750 joined the battle on 
the sixth of 10 laps, but in the end 
Carrell was the victor, followed by 
Leipold and 600cc winner Fleming, 
piloting a new GPz 550. 

Fleming had an easier time of it in 
the Modified Production race as he 
took his 750cc Honda Interceptor to a 
flag-to-flag lead. Burke Steed was 
lonely in second after challenger Sa- 
dowski, who didn't officially sign up 
for the race, was black-flagged to the 
sidelines. James Stephens took third 
overall/first in the 450cc class after a 
race with 600 class John Penner, who 
also won his class. 

Denny Doherty and his 1200cc Ka- 
wasaki Superbike passed Steve Bigan- 
ski's 17250 for the combined For- 
mula class event win, taking the lead 
on the eighth of 10 laps. But Biganski 
beat Jay Tanner (mounted on a 750cc 
Suzuki Superbike) for second overall 
and first in Formula 3.

Roberts wins 
Imola 200

IMOLA, ITALY, APR. 1 


Kenny Roberts bade successful farewell to 
Continental Europe by dominating the two 
legs of the Imola 200. Riding the latest Yamaha 
OWS0 У-4 500 which Eddie Lawson had won 


the South African GP on a week 
before, King Kenny trounced a 
field of mainly Italian riders 
headed by former World Cham- 
pion Franco Uncini on the Team 
Gallina HB Suzuki, and Uncini's 
teammate, Swiss rider Sergio Pellan- 
dini, who qualified third behind 
Roberts and Uncini. Kenny's quali- 
fying time of one minute, 55.74 
seconds was no less than 1.75 seconds 
faster than Uncini, as well as an 
amazing five seconds faster than Marl- 
boro Yamaha teammate Virginio Fer- 
rari on an identical bike. 

_ ‘The bike needs to be set up the way 


I like it," said Kenny afterward, “апа 
we're going to get new triple-clamps 
made before I ride it in the Match 
Races so we can alter the trail and stuff. 
But the engine's quite a bit better: only 
thing I don't like are the throttles, 
which are push-pull round-slide instead 
of the square-slide we had last year, 
and aren’t so responsive. But 115 a 
good bike.” 

Thanks to a bizarre accident in the 
final stages of qualifying, though, 
Roberts almost didn’t get to race at all. 
The next lap after setting his fastest 
time, Kenny chopped the engine com- 
ing through the final chicane leading 
into pit lane, and in doing so collided 








with Ferrari. 

“Tt was my fault," said Roberts. “I 
got my plug chop, but I just didn’t 
anticipate Ferrari being there or going 
as slow as he was to make the corner. I 
was going so much faster with a dead 
engine, then suddenly I found I 
couldn't miss hitting him. I blame 
myself for it, but at the same time it's 
a dangerous pit entrance and I've 
almost been hit there a time or two 
myself. I came up the inside of the 
track, he was on the outside going 
much slower, then swung in to make 
the turn: I'd made my chop, stuck my 
leg out then suddenly I was right on 
top of him. I nailed him good." 


The impact stove in the front of 
Roberts' bike, sending Roberts flip- 
ping over the top of the bars and 
landing on his side before rolling 
over and ending up on his feet. Fer- 
rari incredibly survived the collision 
and stayed upright, but with the rear 
of his Yamaha badly bent. Both bikes 
were repaired in time for the race 
with the help of a local alloy welder. 
Roberts' injuries were confined to a 
bruised hip, twisted ankle and a cou- 
ple of skinned fingers. 

Another pre-race drama saw one of 
the other big names out of the Imola 
200, however, when Marco Lucchi- 
nelli, who had qualified his factory 
Cagiva 500 in a disappointing eighth 
position behind several privateers, 
refused to ride unless the organizers 
came up with an increased start money 
offer. Even with the intervention of the 
boss of the Cagiva firm, Gianfranco 
Castiglione, no deal was struck, and 
the disconsolate mechanics had to pack 
away the four bikes which they had 
brought for Lucchinelli and his friend, 
U.S.-based Venezuelan Roberto Pietri. 
Pietri was only 19th in qualifying. but 
the loss of Lucchinelli from the list of 
starters was greeted with predictable 
fury and catcalls from the 30.000 crowd. 
well down on previous vears. 

When the flag fell for the start of the 
first leg in dry but overcast conditions. 
Suzuki privateer Walter Migliorati 
scorched into an immediate lead from 
the second row, tracked Бу Uncini. 
another Suzuki in the hands of former 
European champion Leandro Beche- 
roni, and Roberts, who was no doubt 
thankful for the Daytona-style clutch 
start, rather than the GP-type push 
starts normally favored in Europe. 

Uncini took the lead on lap two, 
with Roberts passing Becheroni just 
before the Italian fell off at the Pira- 
tella, without injury. Meantime, Pellan- 
dini, ninth on the first lap after a slow 
start, had passed Ferrari and was fourth. 

Roberts passed Migliorati on lap 
two to close up on Uncini, and for the 
next 20 laps the crowd was treated to a 
great duel between the two former 
World Champions, who passed and 
repassed each other literally dozens of 
times all the way around the scenic 
3.13 mile track, built on the side of a 
hill in a river valley on what were, 
until recently, public roads. 

Up front, Roberts was having to 
deal with four-stroke mounted back- 
markers every bit ав slow as the ones he 
had complained so bitterly of after 
winning at Daytona, and depending 
who was in front at the time and where 
the mobile chicanes were encountered, 
either he or Uncini would pull out a 
100-yard lead on the other, only for the 
positions to be reversed shortly after. 

Suspicions that Roberts was at least 
partly sandbagging in order to make a 
race of it for the crowd seemed to be 
confirmed when on lap 20 he suddenly 
speeded up and opened a gap of four 
seconds in one lap, becoming 9.5 
seconds the next. But all was not well 
with Uncini. On lap 22 both the leaders 
pitted for fuel, the Yamaha crew send- 
ing Roberts out again in only 6.8 
seconds, while after a long push down 
pit lane Uncini's Suzuki refused to re- 





start and he was out of the race. That 
left Roberts almost a minute ahead of 
the second man, now Lorenzo Ghi- 
selli on his privateer Suzuki; Ferrari's 
Yamaha had spluttered coming out 
of the pit chicane on lap 16, then 
coasted to a halt the other side of the 
pit wall. 

А race of attrition had left only 14 
bikes still running out of the 32 start- 
ers, and as Roberts reeled off the last 
few laps to the checkered flag, he 
lapped all but second man Ghiselli. 

With only an hour before the start of 
the second leg, Gallina's mechanics 
were unable to trace the problem with 
Uncini's Suzuki, 

Fast-starting Migliorati led again 
from the line, but this time Roberts 
was. not disposed to hang about, and 
by the first corner he was in the lead, 
tracked by teammate Ferrari. Behind, 
there was drama on the first lap when 
Fabio Biliotti overbraked for the tight 
right-hander on his RS Honda while 
trying to squeeze inside Migliorati 
for third. The result was that both 
riders went down, and while Biliotti 
lay prostrate on the ground with 
what transpired to be a broken col- 
larbone, the irate Migliorati pulled 
his helmet off, rushed over to him 
and started beating the daylights out 
of him in full view of a large section 
of the crowd and the TV cameras! 
Eventually restrained by the carabi- 
nieri, Migliorati was only slightly 
penitent afterward: “Biliotti’s always 
doing stupid things like that, and 
this time he cost me a lot of money 
and a good placing. My bike is de- 
stroyed, I don't have a lire in the 
bank, and with all the sponsors he 
has I figure he should pay for what he 
did. I’m sorry I got carried away and 
hit him, but it was in the heat of the 
moment. If he sends me a bill for 
what I did to him, I'll send him one 
for what he did to my bike!” 

Such was the story of the only real 
excitement in a lack-luster race, which 
saw the two Yamahas pull ever further 
away together from the rest of the field, 
with Roberts lapping at his teammate's 
slower times until he stepped up the 
pace on lap 13 and started taking three 
seconds a lap out of him thereafter. An 
even faster pit stop in 5.7 seconds on 
lap 22 left him securely in front, and an 
appointment with the checkered flag 
just 15 minutes before it began to rain. 

Ferrari was second, 22 seconds down, 
with Pellandini's Suzuki theonly other 
bike on the same lap as Roberts at the 
end. 

"I'm sure glad that's over," said a 
weary Roberts after the race. "I'm tired, 
I'm hurting and I want to go home." 
The following day King Kenny jetted 
back to California, perhaps never to 
return to the continent of Europe as a 
racer. He'll be missed. 

Saturday's 250cc 100-miler was run 
in sunny conditions after two days of 
wet qualifying which resulted in a 
curious-looking grid. With many bikes 
still on their way back to Europe after 
the South African GP the week before, 
the field consisted mainly of Italian 
locals and the less well-known Euro- 
pean privateers who couldn't afford 
the trip to South Africa. However, the 
Team Roberts Marlboro duo of Alan 
Carter and Wayne Rainey were there 
on Carter’s '83 bikes, both Yamaha K- 
model TZ250s which the British young- 
ster claimed to be quite a bit faster at 
present than the team's new L-models 
with the factory tuning kit. But with 
wet practice and a dry race, the team 
had to take a guess at jetting and gear- 
ing on the bikes. 

The race was billed as a clutch start 
with engines running, like the 200, but 
when the riders got to the line they 
were shown a ‘Stop engines’ board, 
the Italian organizers having peremp- 
torily changed toa push start at the last 
moment. This pleased Rainey not a 





bit, and just as in South Africa he was 


left struggling to get his Yamaha fired 
up long after the rest of the field had 
got away. 

“1 know it's all in the mind," said 
Rainey, “but I just don't seem to be 
able to get the hang of firing it up on 
the line. You can bet I' m going to be 
doing a lot of practice starts the next 
couple of weeks." 

Four riders broke away from the 
pack on the first lap, headed by Welsh- 
man Steve Williams on his TZ250L, 
with Carter third, behind Ivan Villini's 
very quick MBA. But coming into the 
last chicane before the lineon the first 
lap Williams went crashing into the 
straw bales, emerging unhurt, with an 
only slightly battered bike. “I just tried 
too hard too soon,” he admitted rue- 
fully. “It was the first hard-on right- 
hander, I hada new tire on, and I just 
leaned over too far.” ! 

The confusion promoted Carter to 
the lead of a race he had been widely 
billed to cake-walk, but the next time 
around it was Italian rider Fausti Ricci 
in the lead on his K-model Yamaha 
while Loris Reggiani retired his ex-works 
Kawasaki with a slipping clutch. 

Rainey was already up to eighth 
place and going hard, but on lap five 
the winner of the Daytona 250cc race 
dived into the pits before resuming 
again one lap down. “1 had trouble 
braking," explained Wayne, “with the 
lever needing a couple of pumps to get 
pressure. Then I saw moisture on the 
screen, and thought it might be brake 
fluid. Turned out to be just some water 
that maybe stuck in the clip-on after 
the wet qualifying." 

Resuming well back, Rainey set one 
new lap record after another on his 
climb up to 10th place at the end, even- 
tually setting the fastest lap with a time 
that would have put him 15th on the 
grid for the 200-miler. 

Meanwhile, at the front of the race 
Ricci had opened up a gap of six 
seconds over Carter by lap six, but on 
that lap another slow starter, Massimo 
Matteoni on a new L-model Yamaha 
went from fifth to second in one lap 
and set about catching the leader. 

Fuel consumption was a problem 
for all riders, and the Team Roberts 
Marlboro bikes had oversize tanks in 
the hopes of making it through non- 
stop, and this seemed perhaps the rea- 
son that Carter was taking it easy. Lap 
10 and Matteoni took the lead, while 
on lap 13 Carter was passed by another 
Italian Vicenzo Gibertini, and then 
overshot the final chicane, ending up 
running over the grass and a sand- 
trap put there for the ЕІ cars. Some 
sand was picked up on the rear of his 
engine, and by lap 26 this found its 
way into the carburetors and the 
Yamaha seized, giving him quite a 
scare before he managed to haul it 
down. 

“T just couldn't get going right," 
said a crestfallen Carter. “Just wasn't 
my дау.” Excitement in the closing 
stages centered around Rainey's efforts 
to beat his own records, and whether 
Matteoni would go non-stop: he did, 
on a standard-size fuel tank and with 
enough gas left for a parade lap. 
Ricci was second, and both riders 
could well 3pring a surprise in their 
home GP at Misano in a week's time.

In search of a factory тї

Call it progression. Moving through the 
ranks. A steady rise to the top. Motocrosser 
Alan King, 23, could rightfully wear any one 
of those descriptions. At the age of 18, he was 


already a successful graduate nated competition at the Amateur 
of the "Michigan Mafia" school level — and he was told he “had to 


turn professional since there was no 
of motocross — a select group | competition left for him in Michi- 


gan." He did. 









After a year on the National cir- 
cuit, King had adapted well and 
secured factory support from Maico. 
The following season, 1981, saw King 
often running in the top five in the 
500cc National class. In 1982, King 
managed to landa full factory sponsor- 
ship package with Team Suzuki, and 
was retained as a team member 
through 1983. However, for 1984 
Suzuki trimmed its racing program 
and King was left without any sort of 
factory backing. 

Enter California-based Team 
Tamm, a racing team that King de- 
scribes as "the next best thing to a 
factory ride, but it's still not a factory 
ride." King consequently signed with 
Team Tamm for 784, but very much 
wants to return to the life of the true 
“factory” rider. 

"Suzuki was watching me closely 
toward the end of the 1981 season," 
King began, “and after talking to 
them, they said there was a good 
chance of a factory ride coming my 
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way. The week after I talked to them, 
I went out and dislocated my wrist, 
and I thought my chances of getting 
the ride had completely gone away. 
But Suzuki said if my wrist healed, I 
had a ride. We negotiated a contract 
and I signed for one year—my wrist 
was in good shape. 

“The first three months with Suzuki 
were the worst three months in my 
life riding-wise. I had ridden Maicos 
for three years and I couldn't get used 
to the works Suzuki in the Supercross 
races. Things started coming together 
once we got to the outdoor Nationals. 
I led a lot of motos (in the 500cc 
class), but it seemed that no matter 
how hard I tried I couldn't get the feel 
of the bike. I ended up losing the 
500cc title by 10 points — I had a 
DNF at Washougal (Washington) 
just before the end of the season when 
I was running third. If I wouldn't 
have fallen there, it would've been 
enough to win the title." 

While the title was out of his grasp, 


King went into the final round of the 
500cc National Series at Carlsbad, 
California, hoping for a good show- 
ing — contract renewal time was just 
around the corner. The result was his 
first-ever National win, and enough 
points to finish out the season third 
overall in the final 500cc standings 
behind Darrell Shultz and Chuck 
Sun. 

With the arrival of 1983 came a 
renegotiated contract with Suzuki. 
“Things were looking pretty good — 
I was going to be their only 500cc 
rider. But it turned out to be mostly a 
big disappointment, since Suzuki 
didn’t seem to have a real drive or 
commitment behind their racing 
effort. The works equipment was a 
good example: I had more DNFs and 
other problems with the bikes than I 
had in any other year, and I broke 
down seven times. I admit it was 
partly. my fault, but Suzuki didn't 
seem to want to put any effort into 
the 500cc bike; they were barely put- 
ting any effort into the 250cc Super- 
crossers. 

"I felt I had a good shot at the 500cc 
title in '83, but you can't win titles 
with that many breakdowns. I fin- 
ished better overall in the numbers 
than I ever did (10th overall in the 
AMA/Wrangler Super Series and 10th 
in the Wrangler Supercross Series) 
but I was very disappointed to finish 
fourth in the 500cc standings.” 

Things took a turn for the worse 
shortly before the start of the 1984 
season. Suzuki elected to trim back 
their racing programs worldwide — 
both in motocross and road racing 
—with the U.S. factory MX team reduced 
to only two riders — Mark Barnett 
and Scott Burnworth. “There I was 
without a ride, and there was really 
nowhere else to go since all the other 
teams were cutting back, too. I 
thought I deserved a factory ride, but 
everyone was hurting for money. 

"I definitely didn't want to give up 
racing because I felt I was still one of 
the top riders. That's where Team 
'Tamm came in. The day I called 
them was the same day they said they 
were going to call me. It took us a 
while to get something worked out— 
they didn't want to bargain, so I 
pretty much had to take what they 
offered. I didn't feel like sitting home 
and 1 didn't want to have to pay for 
everything myself, so I signed with 
them. 

“The deal comes down to basically 
a bonus/expense type of thing, and I 
don't get a salary. If I win a race, 
there's a $1,000 bonus. The purse 
money in motocross isn't that great 
— you could win every race of the 
season and not even make a total of 
$50,000 in purse money. Nobody is 
good enough to win like that. 

“1 have a few small contracts with 
companies that also pay bonuses, 
and that's where Tamm and I had 
one of our main arguments. Tamm is 
basically a clothing company, so they 
wanted me to wear their gear. I didn't 
want to wear their clothing since they 
didn't want to pay me a salary. We 
went around and around about that 
for a few weeks, and Ifinally had 
no other choice but to wear their 
clothes. 

“The deal is not that bad — Tamm 
is a first rate operation. Everything 
has worked out well with them so far, 
and the Honda production bikes work 
well. I feel I have as good a chance to 
win on the stock Honda as I had on 
the works Suzuki last year. With the 
bonuses from Tamm and the other 
contracts I have for riding gear, I'm 
making about half of what I made 
last year with Suzuki. The factories 
pay good bonuses—last year with 
Suzuki a win was worth $3,000, and if 
I placed in the top three in a heat race 
ata Supercross that was worth another 

. $1,000. 





"It was tough getting used to Team 
Tamm after two years on a factory 
team. With the factories, you fly to all 
of the races, get a rental car, and you 
don't have to worry about anything 
else. If you don't do well, you still 
have your monthly salary check to 
fall back on. With Tamm, if I don't 
do well at the race I don't make any 
money at all. If I break the top five, I 
make good money; if I finish in the 
top 10 I make OK money; if I’m any 
farther back than the top 10 I might 
as well stay home and work at a gas 
station. 

"I've made good money the last 
two years, and the thought crossed 
my mind to just quit racing when the 
ride with Suzuki went away. I wanted 
to invest the money in some sort of 
business and live that way, but I felt I 
could make more money if I kept rac- 
ing. I'd also miss the sport if I gave it 
up, and I still have good years left 
since I'm a relatively young rider." 

Even with the move to a 250cc 
machine in outdoor Nationals for 
'84, King has indeed continued to 
show he has what it takes to give the 
competition a rough time on the 
track. “I was a bit nervous going into 
the first National (in Gainesville, 
Florida) this year, and I've never 
really been nervous before a race 
until then. I had been riding the 
500cc Nationals for the past four sea- 
sons and the 250cc class was a whole 
new ball game. I didn't know how 
well I could do out there on a 250 — 
with the 500 I could break the top five 
on any given day. 

"At Gainesville I had starts around 
12th place in each moto, and worked 
up to finish fourth in the first moto. 
Barnett and I had a good battle in the 
final moto, and I passed him to finish 
second behind (Bob) Hannah. I was 
happy with my performance (second 
overall), and with a break I could've 
won overall." 

King also found he was able to 
concentrate on his riding to a greater 
degree with the Team Tamm pack- 
age. "With the factory teams, you 
always have 10 different things on the 
bike you're testing and you can't 
always devote 100 percent of your 
time to strictly racing. On the pro- 
duction bike, you maybe have a sin- 
gle thing to try — like an exhaust 
pipe — and it either works or it 
doesn't. We do a little testing for 
Honda, but for the most part we're 
running stock machinery. 

"With all the bad luck I had in '83, 
I'm hoping for a lot of good finishes 
this year. The production machinery 
should help me do well. At the Carls- 
bad GP last year, I came so close to 
winning, but there was no way I 
could make the rear shock last more 
than 10 minutes on the rough track. 
That’s more of a "fun" race than any- 
thing else to most of the riders, but 
with all the television coverage it 
would have been nice to win. Since 
we have stock machinery I shouldn't 
have as many problems like that this 
year." 

King remains very optimistic about 
his chances of finishing 1984 near the 
top of the heap. “I definitely want to 
be the top privateer, and Tamm is 
basically a privateer operation. That's 
my main goal, and it's something I 
feel is well within reach." 

King also has another goal for the 
immediate future — to step back up 
to the world of the fully sponsored 
factory rider. “Опе of the nice things 
about the contract with Team Tamm 
is that they are not trying to keep 
their riders from getting a full factory 
ride. We sign on for one year, but if 
an offer comes along from a major 
manufacturer we can immediately 
break the contract. And that's exactly 
where I would like to go — with 
another factory ride. It's the way to go 
and I want to go back." e

The tires are Michelin radials, 16- 
inch front and 17-inch rear. 


Honda hasn't released detailed spe- 
cifications on the machine. But a 
brief press release did say that the 
NSR500 has a 54-inch wheelbase and 
measures 78 inches in overall length. 
Overall height is 44 inches, overall 
width 22.4 inches. Ground clearance 
is 4.13 inches.

You've seen him on television, in magazine 
and newspaper ads. If the commerical men- 
tions dragstrip performance, the words “‘fas- 


test” or "quickest," Jay Р.М. Gleason had. 


something to do with it. He is 
the master of quarter-mile, his 
production motorcycle results 
untouchable by anybody, rac- 
ers and writers alike. 

Only four motorcycle journalists 
have ridden stock street bikes into the 
10-second bracket during testing: John 
Ulrich, Mark Homchick, Jeff Karr 
and Charles Everitt. Only Ulrich made 
it into the 10s before taking lessons 
from Gleason; when he finally did 
take Gleason's tutorage, he put three 
bikes into the 108 on a single day and 
ran a 10th quicker than he had before. 

“The biggest mistake we ever made 
was not signing Gleason to an exclu- 
sive," said a man from Honda, who 
asked not to be quoted. 

Gleason is a secret weapon. 

All four big Japanese manufactur- 
ers have hired Gleason to turn elapsed 
times for advertising use: Kawasaki 
for the Gz1100, GPz750 Turbo and 
Ninja; Honda for the V65 Sabre and 
Magna; Suzuki for the GS1150; Yama- 
ha for the Seca 750 and Е)1100. 

Before he became a media star, 
Gleason was a racer. He's 28 years old 
and started racing when he was eight; 
he couldn't touch the ground then 
and someone had to hold him upright 
while hestaged at the dragstrip. That's 
where the nickname “Pee Wee” came 
from. 

The name has stuck and Gleason is 
tired of it. "I'm a big boy, now," he 
says. “1 deserve a big boy's name. Pee 
Wee interferes with my social life. 

"I started on the dragstrip," says 
Gleason, “апа when I turned 11 or 12 
Igot into the dirt track races in North 
Carolina. For six years, four or five 
times a week, I raced in a different 
part of the South somewhere. I rode 
all different classes, 100, 125, 175 and 





250. Mostly short track. 
“I never really won at road racing. 


:1 ended up as an Expert, top 100. But 


I never won. I was second during my 
Junior year. I got second at Daytona, 
and I got hurt at Ontario at the end of 
my Junior year. I was on my TZ750, 
in second place going for first and I 
went up really high in the banking 
and dove down to the apex. Both 
wheels slid up to within 15 feet of the 
concrete wall and the bike high-sided 
me, slammed me into the wall. 

"I broke everything. Both collar- 
bones, my right arm in three places, 
brain concussion, broken hip, messed 
up one ankle. It took me two or three 
months to recover. 

""Then I went to Daytona for my 
rookie Expert year. In a heat race 
again I was dicing in the top five with 
Ted Henter and Don Castro and a 
couple of other guys and I went into 
Turn Two and really stuffed it in 
hard in front of Henter. I got in the 
high line, planning a square-off deal, 
and Henter ran into me and did 
severe damage to my right knee. Like 
60 stitches. That was the end of my 
road racing. I just realized that I 
didn't think it was worth it. It was 
like, ‘f don’t want to do this anymore.’ 
Even if I had been hot at it and win- 
ning, I don't think I would like it. 

“When I was road racing the TZ I 
was also doing dirt tracks on my 
XR750. I was doing a lot of flopping 
around between road racing and dirt 
track and never knew what to do. I 
never won a National in dirt track; 
one time I won a Trophy Race at the 
San Jose Mile, that was the only 
National thing I ever won. I got sixth 
or seventh at the Indy Mile one night. 
I won a whole bunch at the typical 
tune-up races back east, a lot of Santa

Fe, Detroit indoors, short tracks, 
handlebar banging. While I was doing 
all this I did no dragracing. 

“Т got back into drag racing after I 
gave all that up. I screwed up my 
hands really bad so many times that I 
couldn't hold on anymore. In road 
racing and dirt track I broke my 
wrists 1] times. Now, a little bit over 
10 seconds is time enough to hold on. 

“Му wrists are junk, and my throt- 
tle control isn't really that good; it 
could be a lot better as far as control 
action. It's kind of on and off. 


"In one three-year period I made 
like 6000 passes. That's when I got 
hooked up with American Turbo 
Pak and Bill Hahn, and started rid- 
ing really crazed motorcycles. Unbe- 
lievable horsepower, turbocharged 
with nitrous oxide and that kind of 
stuff. I got a reputation for riding 
turbos real well; my results were 
good. It all came from practice and 
understanding the way they work out 
of the gate. It had a lot to do with the 
revving. 

"In the last four months I've made 
at least 1500 passes on stock bikes for 
the manufacturers and their advertis- 
ing agencies. I started riding for the 
manufacturers in 1982 when I was 
with Turbo Pak. Yamaha wanted me 
to test their Seca 750 and that's what 
started the whole thing rolling. 

“They wanted a performance image 
for the Seca and they wanted me to set 
a record. The way I set up the deal I 
didn’t get any money unless I set the 
record. The first time I set it was atan 
AMA/Dragbike race and that was 
pretty easy. I had no problem beating 
the existing record. But I wanted to 
beat 12.20 seconds. That was a lot of 
work but it happened; I worked for it 
and I got it. 

For a year after the Yamaha deal I 
didn’t do anything. Then I started 
smokin’. Everybody wanted me to 
ride their bikes. I really enjoy the rid- 
ing and that’s real important to me. 
The dirt tracking and road racing is 
all history for me. Now, when I prac- 
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tice I doa lot of motocross-type riding, 
not in competition, but that type of 
riding. If you can do that well, you 
can do just about anything well. 
That’s been proven several times in 
the Superbikers race. To be a good, 
all-around, versatile rider is very im- 
portant. It comes down to timing and 
coordination when things get a little 
hairy. Being used to sliding around 
in the dirt means it’s not frightening 
when something goes wrong and the 
bike gets sideways or tries to flip over. 
It’s all really normal. 

"After as many passes as I’ve made, 
you just can’t help but get proficient 
at what you do. I had a lot of practice 
and good teachers along the way. I 
picked up little tidbits and put them 
in my memory bank to use when the 
time is right. 

“Its important to understand the 
way the racetracks are. Some tracks 
you can really go for it. At Fremont, 
there's so much traction that it's like 
a chain breaker. At Carlsbad you've 
got to have really precise throttle con- 
trol. I've changed my style quite a bit 
this year. I used to ride the bike out of 
the hole and now I get some throttle 
attack! 

“Even after all these passes, how 
ever many there have been, every sin- 
gle pass I learn something. Different 
bikes need different set-ups. Shaft 
drive bikes like a lot of preload to 
prevent the dive in the back. I also 
control the wheel spin with my feet 
by putting them up against the muf- 
flers. If I have a bike that's wheelie 
prone, I clamp my calves on the 
mufflers and use my toes to lever it 
up, to give it two inches of wheelspin 
to eliminate the initial lurch. 


“It takes a lot of experimenting. I 
always set my tires up cold and go 22 
psi on almost everything. Some bikes 
have big footprints where you can get 
away with running more air, which 
means less rolling resistance, which 
is better. I always use more air when I 
can. 

"I don't use the tach at all to shift. 
After so many passes, I don't even 
think about that anymore. It's all 
automatic. When my feet say shift, I 
shift. 

“T used to take off the line and put 
my feet on the pegs instantly, just 
drive the motorcycle out with the 
clutch. But now, I drag my feet a lot 
to the very end, to where I have to put 
them up to shift from first to second. 
It controls the launches a lot more. If 
you put your feet up during the 
initial take off, it causes a little bob- 
ble and it's not smooth and fluid. 
That’s really important. You have to 
make everything real smooth. 

“Lalways powershift. That's worth 
at least a 10th right there. Always. 

"And I use the clutch to keep the 
bike from wheeling or spinning the 
tire, with the throttle wide open. 
Never back off. Keep on the gas at all 
umes. 

“Опе reason I work freelance with 
everyone is because I don’t look at the 
name of the bike when I get on it. I 
just get on whatever it is and go as 
fast as I can. I go for it, whatever I’m 
on. 

“1 have some new deals I’m work- 
ing on now, besides the test riding 
and dragstrip runs for the manufac- 
turers, leaning toward the television 
end. 

“But if the right deal comes along, 
I'll go racing again. We're talking 
strictly money here. I can’t win any 
money from just going out and rac- 
ing. There is no money in drag rac- 
ing. But if I can get paid to do it, I 
will." 





Gleason's best pass 


If there's one single pass down the 
dragstrip that deserves to be singled 
1 








out in the history of Jay P.W. Glea- 
son, it happened at the 1979 Winston 
World Final at Ontario Motor Speed- 
way. Gleason was riding Sandy Kos- 
man's 1160cc turbocharged Kawasaki, 
running gasoline with high-rpm al- 
cohol injection. It had an eight-inch- 
wide rear tire and was running con- 
sistent 8.405. 

The Winston World Final is a car 
race; Top Fuel motorcycles are added 
for spectator amusement. Gleason 
wanted to run the race, so he entered 
Тор Fuel. 

In the first round he came up 
against Floridian Bo O'Brochta and 
the Terminal Van Lines Kawasaki, a 
machine that would later make runs 
in 7.14 seconds with high 190-mph 
terminal speeds. 

Gleason was, to understate, the 
underdog. 

So he walked over to O'Brochta 
and said, "It's a long way to come 
from Florida to get beaten in the first 
round.” 

O'Brochta's bike broke as the pair 
launched, and Gleason won. Which 
put him up against Russ Collins and 
the 2000cc V-8 Sorcerer, a 199.55 mph 
machine. 

Gleason walked up to Collins, who 

. wassurrounded by an entourage from 
R.C. Engineering, and said "Russ, 
you've raced some really fast people 
in your day, but this pass you're 
going to have your hands full." 

Collins and Gleason staged. Glea- 
son reacted quickest to the green 
light and got the holeshot; he turned 
8.42 seconds at 165.74 mph to Col- 
lins' 8.11 seconds at 191.48 mph and 
still crossed the finish line first! 

The run damaged the turbo on 
Gleason's bike, and he lost in the 
final to Jim Bernard and the Teson/ 
Bernard Yamaha. But while Bernard 
won the race, nobody forgot Jay P.W. 
Gleason's best pass. 


The P.W. Factor 


"I'm really fed up with the stuff 
you print and I' m about ready to can- 
cel my subscription,” said the caller, 
who identified himself as Bill Smith. 
“In your article last week you said the 
Suzuki was the fastest followed by the 
Yamaha, then the Honda and the 
Kawasaki. But Pee Wee Gleason rode 
all those same bikes and got different 
results, with the Yamaha fastest. How 
come these are all mixed up? I don't 
think you know what you're talking 
about." 

Mr. Smith was mad and wanted 
answers. 

Fact is, not only is Gleason faster 
than any human at the drags, he's 
lighter than most, weighing 145 
pounds with leathers, boots and hel- 
met. He also rode those bikes on dif- 
ferent days, and the companies that 
hired him to ride their bike on a given 
day printed the quickest time he 
turned. Conditions vary day by day; 
so do times. 

Even if Gleason had ridden them 
all on the same day, his results may 
have been different because he's so 
good; little things like grabby clutches 
and powerband widths don't concern 
him much. Butif you go out and ride 
those four machines, you'll go faster 
on the Suzuki than the Yamaha, the 
Honda and the Kawasaki...unless your 
name is Jay P.W. Gleason.

LOS ANGELES, CA, APR. 4 
Cagiva North America Presi- 
dent Attilio Sandroni intro- 
duced the company's new line 
of motorcycles by saying, “Ме 
have made a considerable investment 
in an American subsidiary and we 
will devote the required time to devel- 
op a nationwide marketing system. 
An agreement we recently made with 
Ducati has increased our production 
capacity from 350cc to 1000cc motor- 
cycles. Cagiva employs the Ducati 
desmodromic valve actuating system 
exclusively, and we will soon offer 
this engine in a to chassis.” 

Most of the Cagiva models will 








arrive in early 1985, while the com- 
pany will primarily rely on motorcy- 
cles already in the U.S. for the rest of 
1984. Sandroni said, “We will make 
changes whenever needed to stay com- 
petitive.” The only new models to be 
released this year are the WRX 125cc 
enduro and the 350cc Ala rossa four- 
stroke dual purpose bike. 

In 1985, there will be a couple of 
900cc touring and Super Sport mod- 
els, along with the 350cc and 650cc 
Elefant dual purpose machines with 
Ducati V-Twin engines. Although 
the WMX 500cc water-cooled moto- 
crosser will be seen in the hands of 
race tester Ron Turner this year, it 
probably won’t be released until ‘85. 





The most radical in Cagiva's line up is the 750cc, dual purpose Elefant. It is 
powered by a Ducati air-cooled four stroke V-twin engine neatly tucked 
within a double-down rectangular tubed frame. The Elefant has a five 


speed transmission and the Soft Damp rear suspension set up.

time and top speed AMA/Dragbike! 
records for Top Fuel. Runs earlier/- 
later in the meet came within one 
percent of both figures. 


Before the Top Fuel final, Steve 
Miles was discussing his chances of 
topping Trett. “I’m optimistic,” said 
Miles, a smile broadly etched on his 
face. ‘‘Elmer is a hard man to beat 
and he is running about 50 miles per 
hour faster than our bike, but I’m 
going to make him work for the win. 
My strategy is to cut the starting light 
as close as possible. He'll have to get 
around me to win." 


Miles' tuner and sponsor, Mark 
McIntosh of M&M Racing, agreed 
with Miles’ plan. “I can't twist enough 
wrenches or tip enough cans to get 
that much speed out of what is really 
a Funny Bike. We'll just hope for the 
best." 

Miles, on his 1984 Kawasaki-based 
1325cc Top Fueler, staged against 
Trett’s Trett Speed & Custom/MTC/ 
Performance Machine/Primo-spon- 
sored 1983 Kawasaki-based 1327cc 
blown and injected nitro burner. Miles 
came off the line cleanly in the lead 
while Trett appeared to wait a split 
second before unleashing his engine's 
400-plus horsepower to the 14-inch 
wide Goodyear slick on the rear and

ing lights. Trett's “Mountain Magic" 
roared past the valiant Miles at about 
the three-quarters mark for the win 
with Miles posting a 8.66/146.80 los- 
ing effort. . 

“I just work hard and keep on try- 
ing," said the unassuming Trett after- 
ward. “1 might have been able to 
squeeze out a bit more on top end, but 
there's a part of the track near the 
finish line that has a groove in the 
asphalt where two patches come 
together. I got in that and had to roll 
off the throttle for an instant." 

Trett acknowledged he had “‘made 
a few changes from last year" to the 
bike and that his engine wasn't tuned 
for maximum horsepower. “If I got 
all the horsepower from the engine I 
could get," said Trett, “it would all 
go up smoking the rear tire." 

Dave Sawyer, on a newly built 1982 
Suzuki-based Pro Stocker by Star 
Cycle, broke the Kawasaki hold on 
winning. Sawyer, the number one 
qualifier, was the only non-Kawasaki 
rider in the Pro Stock field. He met 
Curtis Story, on the C&S Repairs/ 
Larry Cook-sponsored Kawasaki, in 
the final. 

The two left the line cogether and 
the run appeared close at halfway. 
Then a puff of smoke from Story's 
bike's engine told the tale. He coasted 
across the finish line. Sawyer's win- 
ning time was 9.15/144.

McKibben 
challenges PRRO 
regulars at Firebird

Piloting the same 750cc Suzuki 
in both Production Stock and 
Super Street classes, Jon Mc- 
Kibben — the same rider who 


endoed a Honda Streamliner at 247 
mph and lived to tell about it — of 
McKibben Engineering, won impres- 
sive back-to-back number one tro- 
phies as Phoenix Road Racing Or- 
ganization sanctioned their first com- 
petition at Arizona’s most complete 
motorsports park, Firebird Interna- 
tional Raceway. McKibben took the 
checkers well ahead of the entire 
Super Street field, which included 
Category A 900cc and larger bikes, 
and was behind only two of the larger 
Production Stock machines in that 
sprint. 

Turning in the best lap time of the 
day on his 1000cc Kawasaki, taking 
first place in large displacement Pro- 
duction Stock, and boasting the lar- 
gest number sponsors was Kevin El- 
liott of Motorcycle & Marine, Lancer 
Leathers, Dunlop, ND and Nava. 
Teammate Jeff Anderson won second 
in Stock Production A on a 900cc 
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Honda; Category C was won by Craig 
Martin on a new 500cc Honda Inter- 
ceptor from Team Razor; and Chuck 
Wallace took the trophy in C size Box 
Stock on a 450cc Suzuki from Penny 
Taylor and Team Lush. 

By the time Super Street bikes were 
on the starting grid, an oil slick had 
accumulated in the outside of the last 
corner. Usual class winners Todd 
Griswold and Ed Wright crashed out 
of the race early because of the oil 
slick, and in the last lap, Tom Dahl's 
750cc Kawasaki also slipped, costing 
Tom a hard fought second place fin- 
ish in the final few yards of the event.

Hames grabs all the 
gold in Corona TT

CORONA, CA, MAR. 24 

The Pros came out in force to 
get their final tune-up for the 
National at Ascot. It was Pete 
Hames’ night as he christened 
the new TT course, which contained 
some very sharp left and right hand 
turns merging on the half mile. 

Jeff Johnson got the nod off the 
line in the Open Money TT with 
Hames second and Roger Thompson 
third. Johnson kept his Honda in the 
lead until the halfway mark when 
Hames made his move and took over 
the front running spot. From there 
on out, the combination of Hames 
and his Can-Am were unbeatable. 
Johnson ended up battling with 
Thompson for the second but was 
able to keep Thompson at bay. 

Twelve of the finest riders southern 
California has to offer came to the 
line for the Open Money half mile: 
five were mounted on Harleys, three 
on Yamahas, two on Rotax and one 
500cc Honda with Jeff Johnson 
aboard. Fifteen laps would be the dis- 
tance, and at the start it was Harley- 








mounted Hames in front with John- 
son second and Ross Klatt, Harley- 
mounted in the third slot. One lap 
later, Thompson moved his Harley 
into the magical top three and the 
battle was on between him and John- 
son, and the duel was to last the dura- 
tion of the race. Thompson tried to 
make his move in his favorite spot at 
Corona — coming out of four. John- 
son's strategy was to use the track 
which had dried out somewhat to 
give him a better hook up than the 
Harleys. It seemed to work against 
Thompson, who tried the high and 
low road, but neither gave him the 
opening he was looking for. Johnson 
didn't have enough ponies for Hames, 
but he did hold off Thompson to col- 
lect thesecond. Klatt, who had locked 
into fourth early on, was there at the 
end with Eddie San Roman fifth and 
Ron Sheets sixth. 

Another 250cc Amateur has earned 
his Expert wings at Corona and he 
did it in convincing style: Rusty 
Gaita came off the line in fourth and 
battled his way to the second spot 
behind Bob Gabler. Gabler, who held 
everyone back, kept the lead until the 
sixth lap and as they came around on 
lap seven with the white flag, Gaita 
made a clean pass and came up with 
the lead. With one lap to go, Gaita let 
it all hang out and brought the vic- 
tory home. Rich Sweaney, who has 
been the man to beat in this class 
lately, snuck by Gabler and came up 
with the second. 

Ross Thompson came up with a

Dillon hops to 
Jackrabbit 100 win

GRANDVIEW, ID, MAR. 25 
Ron Dillon pushed his 250 
KTM into first overall in the 
12th annual Jackrabbit 100 
Hare and Hound, his second 
consecutive win. Dillon had his hands 
full, however, as it was anybody’s 
race for the first 65 miles, and several 
of the top contenders struggled with 
crashes, flats and water problems. 
When the banner dropped, Brad 
Strong, Utah’s top desert racer, flew 
his 500 Husky past the bomb with the 
lead. Right behind was a screaming 
pack of 250s, including Steve Henry 
(KTM), Howard Pickett (Yam), Ron 
Wehr (Yam), and Bob Carlberg (Hus). 


The first loop was 38 miles, and 
very rough. Strong and Pickett were 
fighting for first, with Strong hitting 
the pits about one minute ahead of 
Pickett. At this point, problems began 
for both riders, with Strong losing 
the lead due to a slow pit stop (he had 
to gas himself), and Pickett hitting a 
rock and getting a rear flat. Despite 
the flat, Pickett charged right out of 
the pits with a 30 second lead over 
Strong. 

With a flat tire there was no way 
Pickett could hold off Strong, and 
about five miles into the second loop, 
Pickett dropped back into second 
with Strong regaining the lead. 


Brad Strong was in good shape 
with a secure lead until he hit the first 
of four water crossings. Strong 
chugged across the first one, but his 
bike drank a little water, and quite 
midway up the rocky, slimy uphill 
on the other side. Strong watched 
helplessly as Dillon and Harpham, 
roared by. Finally, Strong's bike res- 
tarted, and he joined the fray in third. 


Dillion and Harpham continued 
to battle for the last 15 miles, but the 
final order was Dillon, Harpham, 
and Strong. Curt Dice rolled in fourth, 
and Ron Wehr restarted his YZ to 
pull fifth overall. Reed Bright sliced 
his 250 KTM through the pack to 
capture sixth.

The tribute race to the late 
Richard Winningham had 
Benton County Fairgrounds 
packed to the rafters in the 
fourth of five Oregon Indoor short 
track races.

Harsha appeared to be back on 
form after a couple of dismal perfor- 
mances the last few races, and led the 
start of the 250cc A main event. Word, 
Bob Ingel (Kaw), Robbie Blagg (C- 
A), and Greg Reynard (Hon) fol- 
lowed on the opening lap until Har- 
sha fell victim toa “northern Oregon 
soil sample", putting Word's Adams 
Cycle Supply/Simpson Yamaha into 
the lead. Ingel, AMA Junior Clay 
Clark (Bul) and Blagg continued to 
squabble over third, a distance behind 
big guns Word and Ingel. Clark and 
Blagg got too close to each other 
once, then again the very next lap, 
with both going down. Dan Nelson 
moved into third position at the 
checkered flag. 

The most chaotic main of the even- 
ing was the Open A main event.

Irwin smokes 
Sawmill Enduro

Sun River Cycle Husky sup- 
port rider Jeff Irwin (Hi- 
Point/Inter-Link) turned in the 
low score of six points at the 
District 36 Sawmill enduro today, to 
take the overall win over fellow Natio- 
nal pilot Matt Cullins (Petaluma MC 
Center/Rocky Cycles/Smith Gog- 
gles), who dropped one more point 
than Irwin while riding a borrowed 
125cc KTM. Sierra Products-spon- 
sored Wayne Smith turned in the best 
A class score of 8.169 to beat Bill Dart 
by seconds for the 250cc A class 
honors and third overall. 

This was the first Sawmill enduro 
since the North Bay Motorcycle Club 
had trouble with extreme rain and 
postponements in 1981, so the host- 
ing club had a few problems getting 
things rolling with the U.S. Forest 
Service. For the A class riders this 
called for a lot of timekeeping on 
fireroads. Dave Ryan did the best 
timekeeping in the Open A class to 
beat Cycle Gear/Richmond Yamaha 
teammates Eddie Diaz (1st 4-Stroke 
A)and Jim Bowman (2nd Open A) by 
one point with the score of nine. 
Senior class winner Morris Horman 
also scored a nine, one point over first 
200cc A rider Steve Shoemaker and 
two points ahead of first place Vet A 
Cliff Glidden. 

The A class riders lost their points 
in three, short special test sections 
which claimed four points from Irwin 
in the first and one point each in the 
second and third tests. The top B 
class riders lost points in the same 
sections and maybe a few more by 
burning any of the four others located 
in the fairly easy fireroad sections. 
Having dropped just 11 points, Over- 
all B class winner Dwayne Bansemer 
(18: 200сс B) couldn’t have burned 
too many checks. Bansemer dropped 
one point less than Open B class 
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winner Scott Taggart and two points 
less than Brain Patton, who was first 
250cc B. Grant Gustavson was the first 
place Senior with 19 points and Bar- 
bara 'Mihovich lost 51 points to win 
the Women B class, in her first effort 
in almost two years. 

The 1984 Sawmill enduro was a B 
and C Rider Championship event 
and turned out to be challenging 
without exhausting the riders in these 
classes. As in the A and B classes, the 
better C class arrowchasers were forced 
to keep time, and there were a lot of 
tie scores. Senior class pilot Gary 
Smart turned in the only 19-point C 
score to beat Frank Andrews (Ist 
250cc C) and Barry White (1st Open 
C), who both tied for the Overall 
Sportsman title at 22 points. The tie 
was not split as of press time. One
